Salesmen should not neglect to advise every customer 
to throw his bundle into a tank of water so that the roots 
will be submerged and leave them there for at least 24 
hours and not more than 40 hours before planting. If 
this is done the trees will fill up with moisture and leaf 
out within a few days after planting. Also, salesmen 
should advise each customer to trim back the top, cut- 
ting off the majority of the limbs. Pruned trees start 
more readily and come into bearing at least 2 years 
earlier than trees un-pruned when set. Pruning is im- 
portant for all fruit trees and shade trees; Cut Leaf Birch, 
however, should not be pruned. 


Salesmen can advise truthfully this year that all nurs- 
ery stock will be extremely scarce and prices may ad- 
vance materially after sales get under way. We will not 
increase our prices if we can possibly help it, but will 
advise when varieties are entirely sold _ out.

3. Prune the ends off the roots. 

4. Plant in roomy holes. 

5. Tamp the ground firmly around the roots. 

6. Do not put any manure in the holes. 

7. Supply ample water before and after tree is planted. 

8. Cut limbs back on all fruit trees and shade trees, ex- 
cepting Cut Leaf Birch. 

9. Mulch trees heavily on top of the ground to keep the 


moisture in the soil. 

10. Trees must be wrapped with paper to protect against 
rabbits in Winter. 

11. Spray each year with Bordeaux Mixture when young 
fruit i; forming. 

12. Keep out the weeds and cultivate the ground. ‘Trees 
require the same care as corn to be grown successfully.

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How to Eradicate Red Spider on Evergreens 


During the last few years Red Spider has attacked most 
varieties of Evergreens, and must be dealt with in order 
to save the trees. The Red Spider is a very small red bug 
that is hardly discernible with the naked eye; if it is taken 
in time, it will not injure the tree. . 

There are two methods to combat them, one is by the 
use of common glue to the extent of five pounds to fifty 
gallons of water, saturating the tree thoroughly with this 
solution. The Spider will become encased and will not do 
any more damage. A second application may be neces- 
sary but not often. In order to get the best results, it 
should be put on with a spray pump that has considerable 
pressure—200 lb. pressure is required if the best results 
are obtained, but if a person hasn’t a spray pump, they 
can swish it on with a broom or window washer. The 
other is by the use of “Kolodust,” a powder which can be 
blown on with a hand sprayer and kills the insects out- 
right. If this cannot be obtained locally we can furnish 
it at the following prices: 1 lb. 35c; 5 lbs. $1.50. 


Sizes for Evergreens and Shade Trees 


The grades offered represent all trees measuring not 
less than the smallest number listed and over and up to 
but not including the largest number. For example, 18 
to 24 inch Evergreens include all trees measuring 18 inches 
and up to 24 inches, but a 2 ft. tree is included in the 24 
to 80 inch grade.
